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PAUL LEICESTER FORD 
MURDERED BY BROTHER 
WHO THEN KILLS SELF 
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Double Tragedy Occurred 
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at Home of the Famous 


Novelist in New York=-=Quarrel Regarding 
| Money the Cause. 


EW YORK, May 8.—Paul Lelcester 
N Ford, -the novelist, was shot and 

killed today by his brother, Mal- 
colm Webster Ford, writer and athlete, 
who immediately sent a bullet Into his 
own breast, dying instantly. The shoot- 
ing occurred at 10:20 a. m. in the hand- 
some new mansion which Paul Leicester 
Ford had built at 37 East Seventy-seventh 
street and had occupied for about a 
year. Wty 

At the time of the shooting there. were 
in the house besides the two brothers, 
Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford, Miss Elizabeth 
R. Hall, the noVelist’s secretary, and the 
servants. The novelist was sitting at his 
desk in one corner of his library, a large 
attractively appointed room at the back 
of the house on the second floor. It is 
supposed he was busily engaged at some 
literary task. Miss Hall was at her desk 
in another corner of the room about 30 
feet from Mr. Ford. Mrs. Pau] Leicester 
Ford was in her own room at the front 
of the house on the third floor. 

Malcolm W. Ford: called, as he often 
had done, and went to his brother at his 
fesk. Words were exchanged in a tone 
so low that Miss Hall could not hear 
what was said, though she says that 
possibly she might have distinguished 
the words if she had been paying any at- 
tention to this particular meeting of the 
brothers. 

Murder and Suicide. 

Suddenly there was a revolver shot and 
Miss Hall, jumping up, darted from the 
room. Then, according to the statements 
of the police, Miss Hall said to herscif 
that she must act more bravely and re- 
enter the library. 

Meanwhile Malcolm Ford had called 
her. As she turned toward him he 
placed his revolver to his heart, fired and 
fell, dying instantly. When Miss Hall 
turned to look at Paul he was still stand- 
ing at his desk, but rapidly losing 
strength. ‘She helped him to a sofa and 
then ran next door for Paul Ford's 
physician, Dr. Emanuel Baruch. In less 
than five minutes Dr. Baruch afrived 
and the dying man, still conscious, was 
carried up tc a room beside his wife's 
and placed on his bed. He spoke to his 
wife and asked the doctor for his opin- 
ion, showing that he expected death and 
was going to meet it calmly and bravely. 
A few moments later, about twenty min- 
utes.after he was shot, Mr. Ford died. 

The bullet which killed Paul Leicester 
ford just grazed the top of his heart 
and passed through a large artery as- 
cending. from it. The bullet which killed 
Maleoim Ford was fired with the same 
aceiracy of sim, for it mage a wound 
scarcely. an inch lower than the one

which killed his brother. Iz the 


wounds were almost identical. 
Murderer’s Body Uncared For. 

Just what daisposition of Malcolm’s 
body was. made immediately after the 
shooting could not be ascertained, but it 
appears from the statement of certain 
persons acquainted with the details of 
the tragedy, that the body i:ay where it 
fell on a-.TUB in the library for some 
time, possibly for several hours, so great 
was the excitement in the -house. In 
fact, the murder and suicide were not 
known -to” the’ coroner wntif about 2:30 
p. m., and not to the police until 4:26 p. 
m. Dr. Baruch said that the time be- 
tween 10:20 a. m.-and 2:30 p. m. passed so 
rapidly that no one in the house realized 
it. Much of the time was occupied in 
trying to télephone to the father of Mrs. 
Paul Leicester Ford, Edward H. Kidder, 
of Brooklyn, who was the first person 
to arrive after the physician. % 

Mr. Kidder refused to make any state- 
ment in regard to the shooting, except 
a brief memorandum which was given 
to the police. In this it was said that 
the cause. of the shooting could be only 
surmised. Information from other 
sources makes it appear that Malcolm 
Ford called to get money from his broth- 
er, and meeting with a refusal, shot 
him. Dr. Baruch said that the murder 
was a result of temporary mental aber- 
ration on the part of Malcolm Ford, 
due to nervous exhaustion. 

Enmity Between Brothers. 

It is said that there was enmity be- 
tween the two brothers, and  conse- 
quent bitterness, and that it was of 
eleven vears standing; that never since 
the death of their father have they 
been on intimate or brotherly terms. 
This alleged enmity on the part of Mal- 
colm is said to have been brought about 
by the fact that the father of the boys 
disinherited Malcolm, and that this ac- 
tion on the father’s part was because 
he did not wish Malcolm to devote him- 
self to an athletic career. 

Police Captain Brewn said tonight that 
Malcolm W. Ford had for some time 
been causing much uneasiness to the 
family through evidences of an unbal- 
aneed mind, and declares that in his 
opinion, he attacked his brother during 
a period of temporary insanity, then tak- 
ing his own life. 

“The cause of Mialcolm Ford's act,”’ 
said Captain Brown, ‘‘can be explained 
by inference. For some time past his 
financial affairs have been pressing him, 
and he has repeatedly asked and re- 
ceived material assistance from his 
brother. It is presumed that his tm- 
portunities had been such and his demand 
s0 excessive that his brother had been 
forced to refuse further aid.”

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FINAL APPEAL 
BY THE MINERS 


Coal Operalos Are Asked To 
Abitra‘e the Diferences, | 


But No Reply Has Been Received 
by President Mitchell and the 
Indications Are That a 
Strike Wilk Be 
Declared. 


Scranton, Pa.,- May 8.—Tonight the 
situation in the threatened miners’ strike 
hangs on answers that were expected to 
come to a proposal of arbitration em#@ 
nating from this morning’s session of tha 
miners’ committee. 

This proposal was evidently agreed 
upon informally during the night, for it 
was only forty-five minutes from the 
time the meeting convened until ad- 


journment was had. | 

President Mitchell at the close of the 
session gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“The executive committees .of the 
United Mine Workers’ organization have 
proposed that ail questions at issue be- 
tween themselves and the anthracite mine 
operators be submitted to an impartial 
board of arbitration, such board to be 
selected by the industrial branch of the 
National Civic Federation. This propos! 
tion has been sent to the operators by 
wire. The committees are now awaiting 
replies.”’ 

Telegrams announcing this action were 
sent to the presidents’ of the nine big 
coal carriers and several officers of the 
civic federation. 

If the operators have taken any action 
on the miners’ proposition it has not 
been disclosed here. President Mitchell 
stated at 9 o'clock tonight that no an- 
swers had been received. 

It is said the prevailing opinion here is 
that. unless the operators agreed to arbi- 
tration or make some counter proposi- 
tion, which will contain some concession, 
the committee of miners will declare for 
a strike. 


ENCAMPMENT OF THE G. A. RB. 


Crowd at Washington Will Be the 
Largest on Record. 
Wasitington, May 8.—From calculations 
tnade today by the officers of the local 
citizens’ committee and Quartermaster 
General Burroughs, of the G. A. R,, it 
is concluded that the crowd in attendance 
at the 1902 encampment of the Grand 
Army fn this city will surpass that of any 
previous reunion or any rathering of any 

nature in the national capital. 

The interest among the veterans gen- 
erally, according to Colonel Burroughs, 
is notably greater than ever before, 
There is, in ris judgment, every sign that 
the attendance will not only be greater 
in the number of individuals from each 
post, but in the presence of many posts 
as organizations which have never before 
attended an annual encampment. 

Anticipating that such would be’the 
case, the local citizens’ committee has 
already been at work about six weeks 
arranging months ahead of time for ac- 
commodation of the greatest number of 
visitors the city can possibly hold. All 
these preparations are now in excellent 
shape. As special features of the en- 
campment, f is proposed to decorate all 
the pubtic buildings on a scale hitherto 
not attempted, to erect a court of honor 
in front of the white house, to have pa- 
rades of the .reguiar army, the militia 
and the Sons of Veterans, in addition to 
that of the veterars, to have a military 
pageant represenffng the successive wars 
of the Unitec States, to dedicate a mon- 
ument @ Dr. F. H. Stephenson, founder 
of the G. A. R., and to iay tne corner 
stone of the memorial bridge across the 
Potomac, between the Washington monu- 
ment grounds and Arlington cemetery.

Being satisfied 
that this money was properly received, 
in payment of a just debt, it had no 
more power to restore ft to the treasury 
of the government than it had to give 
away to any person or corporation any 
other part of the trust fund in its hands, 
without incurring persona] Hability for 
its return. 

“These are the actions of your com- 
mittee and the reasons thereof. 

“Your committee has, in the midst of

St. Thomas, D. W. IL, May 8, 7 p. m.— 
The British steamer Roddam, Captain 
Freeman, which left St. Lucia Wednes- 
day for Martinique, returned there at 5 
o'clock this afternoon, bringing a report 
that the town of St. Plerre, Martinique, 
has been totally destroyed by volcanic 
disturbances in the island. Almost all 
the inhabitatns of St. Plerre are said to 
have been killed. 

The Roddam reports that all the ship- 
ping in the port hms also been destroyed. 
The Quebec Steamship Company’s steam- 
er Roraima is mentioned as lost, with all 
on board. 

The Roddam was almost completely 
wrecked. Her captain was seriously 
burned and seventeen of her crew are 
dead. 

Telegraphic Communication Broken. 

Washington, Mny 8 —United States 
Consul Ayme today cabled the state de- 
partment from Guadeloupe that great 
consternation prevails in that locality in 
consequence of earthquakes and volcan- 
ic activity. Loud noises are heard con- 
tinuously, which are ascribed .to vol- 
canic action. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Martiniqué fg broken in every 
atrection. He “says” he is Infornied ‘tirat 
many hundreds of people have been killed 
in and about Martinique. 


St. Pierre, it was announced from St. 
Thomas on Saturday last, had been cov- 
ered with ashes to the depth of a quarter 
of an inch, as the result of the outbreak 
of the Mont Pelee vvolcano, and appeared 
to be enveloped in fog. The town, which 
is the largest of the French West Indies, 
has a population of over 2,000 gouls. 

St. Plerre is one of the most pictur- 
esque towns of West Indies. It is built 
along the seashore at the foot of.a high 
range of mountains, its houses are gayly 
painted and its cathedral is quaintly im- 
posing, its streets are clean and bordered 
with trees and flowers, and it has quite 
an extensive club life with a French ve- 
neer, 

The voleano of Pelee or La Pelee doml- 
nates the town, rising to a height of 4,000 
feet. 

Martinique has a romuntic interest from 
being the birthplace of the Empress Jo- 
sephine, and the island on which Madame 
de Maintenon lived when a child. 
CITIES OF GUATEMALA 

WRECKED BY EARTHQUAKE 

Guatemala City, Republic of Guate- 
mala, April 24.—(Correspondence of the 
Associated Press.)—For nearly a week 
earthquakes have been tumbling down 
¢ities and villages on the western slope 
of the Sierras in this republic. 

On the night of April 18, at the capital, 
a blinding flash of lightning, followed by 
a thunderstorm and torrents of rain, all 
in the space of a few minutes, caused the 
people in the streets to rush for shelter. 
In an instant, however, the earthquake 
was upon them. Rushing frantically into 
the darkness and through flooded streets, 
anywhere away from the straining 
rafters and crackling walls, ram the mul- 
titude, crying, pray@g and a few trying 
to sing the Salve Regina. 

The following shocks were less severe, 
and by 10 o'clock many of the inhabitants 
were wandering about examining the 
walls of the Cathedral of Santa Teresa, 
La Recollecion and other churches, which 
were more or less damaged, 

Death Traps of Houses. 

News soon began to come in from the 
hill country, where Quezaltenango is sit- 
uated. Thig the secend city of the re- 
public, suffey-d by far the most. Hun- 
dreds of residences and public buildings 
were destroyed or severely damaged. The 
very narrow streets, often not over 3 or 4 
yards wide, and the irregular manner 
in which the town is built served to make 
death trapg of the houses, so 4hat, al- 
though not half of the debris has yet 
been cleared, fully 200 bodies have been 
recovered and many persons were badly 
injured, Fire, as well as flood, added to 
the horror of the night, with the result 
that many people have gone insane and 
others have committed suicide. 

Loss of Life Not Heavy. 

Amatitlam, San Juan, San Marcos, 
Escuintla, Santa Lucia, Utatlan and sev- 
eral other smaller towns have been part- 
ly ruined, Stgi very few lives, consid- 
ering the extent of the disaster, have 
been lost. 

The sessions of the national congress 
at Guatemala City have been suspended. 
The meetings of the national committee 
for the Louisiana Purchase exposition, 
and which Commissioner Chandler at- 
tended by special invitation, were con- 
tinued without Interruption for two hours 
though the #hocks made the large crystal 
chandeliers swing iike pendulums over 
the heads of the commissioners.

Southwestern Presbyterian Uni- 
versily and Columbia Seminary 


Combined Schools Would Make One 
of the Largest Educational 
Institutions in Southern 
States—Georgia Synod 
Met Last Night. 


A movement is on foot which may re- 
sult in merging the Southwestern Pres- 
brterian university, of Clarksville, 
Tenn:, and Columbia seminary, of Co- 
lumbia, S. C., into a great Presbyterian 
university to be located in Atlanta. 

Such a university, if founded, would 
andoubtedly be the largest Presbyterian 
educational institution in the southern 
states and would be a great addition 
to the educational facilities of this sec- 
tion. 

The combination of the two schools 
is not yet a certainty as the authorities 
6f the two have not yet reached an 
agreement on the matter. Neither has 
it been absolutely determined to locate 
the larger university resulting from the 
combination in Atlanta. Atbanta is re- 
garded by all interested in the university 
as best location and it is almost the 
universal wish of southern Presbyterians 
@ have it brought here, but to insure 
the location of the university in this 
city Atianta will have to put up quite 
a handsome sum.

something over $600,000. It is thought 
that the schools can be induced to com- 
bine and come to Atlanta if as much 
as $250,000 can be raised with which to 
purchase a suitable site and erect and 
equip the necessary college buildings. 

A committee from the synod of Geor- 
gia which has the matter in charge 
will immediately take the matter up 
with the authorities of the two schools 
and will also confep with a number of 
Atlanta’s prominent citizens as to the 
best method of raising the amount that 
the city will have to raise to get the 
university. 

Caried Synod Meeting, 

A called meeting of the Georgia synod 
of. the southern Presbyterian church 
was held at the First . Presbyterian 
church last evening at which this mat- 
ter was discussed. Representatives were 
present from churches in all parts of 
the state and great enthusiasm was 
shown over the prospects of establish- 
ing a-.large Presbyterian university in 
Atlanta. At the meeting of the Georgia 
synod in Valdosta last October a board 
of trustees was appointed to take up 
the matter of the founding of a uni- 
versity by the synods of Georgia and 
Alabama. The Florida synod has agreed 
to enter the movement, but the Alabama 
synod has determined to establish a 
school of its own, 

The committee has been actively push- 
ing the matter intrusted to it, butewhen 
information was received that a com- 
bination of the two schools named and 
the establishment of a large university 
in Atlanta was possible the board con- 
cluded that it would be best to have the 
synod to act on the matter. Hence last 
night’s meeting. 

At the. meeting last night the matter 
was discussed in all its phases and as 
a final result a resolution was passed 
intructing the board of trustees to pause 
in fits work looking toward the estab- 
lishment of a college by the Georgia 
synod until the possibility of the com- 
bination of the two schools in Atlanta 
could be fully investigated. 

Well Known Schools. 

The Presbyterians of Georgia . have 
long wished to have a school of their 
own in Atlanta and thé scheme to es- 
tablish a university here on such a 
large scale will undoubtedly be hailed 
with delight by Presbyterians in every 
part of the state. 

The Southwestern Presbyterian uni- 
versity is one of «he geading universi- 
ties of the south. It has both Hterary 
and theological departments and has 
graduated many men of prominence in 
the southern Ppresbyterlan church as 
well as men who have won distinction tn 
other walks of life. 

Colubia seminary has for a long time 
been considered one of the most promi- 
ment theological schools in the country. 
Many of the most noted divines of the 
southern Presbyterian church have come 
from it, among them Dr. Benjamin M. 
Palmer, of New Orieans, who is well 
known in Atlanta.

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Carmack Scathingly Arraigns Republicans Who Exe 
cuse Philippine Horrors. by Attacking South, 
Clash Between Carmack and Dolliver.

ASHINGTON, May 

W clal.)\—The “republican senators 

today _renewed their effort to 
divert the attention of the coun- 
try from the atrocities in the Philippine 
islands by talking about alleged improper 
election methods in the south. Several 
republican senators indulged in this ef- 
fort and in attempts to justify improper 
actions On the part of officers of the 
American army by referring to other 
similar massacres and outrages. The re- 
sult was a lively afternoon of debate to 
galléries overflowing. 

The star feature of the debate was 
Senator Carmack's brilliant excoriation 
of the republicans for their efforts to 
suppress a discussion of matters which 
reflect upon certain high officers of the 
army and the conduct of the war depart- 
ment by endeavoring to inject life into 
dead issues. The brilliant Tennesseean 
was at his best and one after another of 
the republican senators who attempted to 
break the force of his argument were 
swept from the fleld. 

While, seemingly considerable temper 
was aroused by the debate, good feeling 
was shown by the active participants in 
the war of words, especially by Mr. 
Dolliver and Mr. Carmack, who cordially 
shook hands and laughed over the en- 
counter. 


Mr. Burton, of Kansas, concluded the 
speech which he began yesterday. He re- 
ferred as instances of atrocious cruelty 
to the Battle of Wounded Mite; ta the 
mountain meadow massacre and to the 
allegéd massacre of union soldiers at 
Fort Pillow and contended that the ac- 
tion of the American troopg in the 
Philippines was in most instances en- 
tirely within the regulations of civiligéd 
warfare. 

Carmack Denounces Funston. 

Mr. Carmack, replying to Mr. Burton, 
made a bitter denunciation of General 
Funston. 

He said he did not question his physi- 
fal courage, but a few acts of dare- 
deviltry in the Philippines did not make 
a hero. 

When Funston had stated that Agui- 
naldo had burned 300 people alive at one 
time, said Mr. Carmack, he told a de- 
liberate and premeditated He. In his 
opinion, he said, Funston is not to be be- 
lieved upon any question whatever. 

The sudden waking up of the republi- 
cans, he said, was for the deliberate pur- 
pose of reviving sectional hate in order 
to divert this debate and the attention of 
the people from the atrocities which 
have been permitted in the Philippines. 

“I suppose {t is in obedience to in- 
structions from the white house,” said 
he, “‘that the effort is being made to re- 
open the wounds of the country that have 
been healed.’’ , 

Facing the republican side and speak- 
ing with evident emotion Mr. Carmack 
said: 

“I shall be ready to meet every slan- 
derer of the south ang every defamer 
of its honor, whether the assallant comes 
from some part of the country beyond 
the borders of the south or whether it

be some recreant and degenerate son who 
hag proved a traitor to‘the womb and 
bosom of his mother.” 

After stating that he would not be dl- 
verted from the issue now before the 
senate because of the falsehoods brought 
into the debate, Mr. Carmack said, re- 
ferring to the charges of lynchings, etc., 
in the south: 

“You cannot help us by denunciation. 
The best thing you can do is to keep your 
mouths shut and let us alone.” 

Lodge Dishonoring Army. 

Mr. Carmack declared that Mr. Lodge 
was dishonoring the American army and 
the American senate by defending orders 
which looked to the murder of women 
and children. Such orders of death—a 
brutal and inhuman order—could not be 
justified by anybody; yet these were the 
orders which senators had the “devilish 
impudence” to justify. 

“Does the senator think,” inquired Mr. 
Spooner, “‘that the phrase ‘devilish im- 
pudence’ is proper under the rules of the 
senate?’’ 

“‘No, I do not,”* said Mr. Carmack, “and 
I withdraw the expression.” 

‘He maintained that the soldiers of the 
American army were driven on to com- 
mit the outrages cited by their officers. 
He quoted General Chaffee ag saying 
that the Americans had not a friend in 
the islands. 

Mr. Dolliver and Mr. Beveridge imme- 
diately called attention to the fact that 
what General Chaffee actually had said 
was that extreme vigilance should he 
exercised without giving offense to the 
natives. Mr. Foraker called ‘attention; 
too, to the fact that this order of General 
Chaffee had been written two days after 
the massacre at Balangiga and evident- 
ly was intended to make the troops more 
vigilant against surprise and treachery. 

Mr. Carmack declared that the eviden* 
purpose of the government wag to force 
brutal and inhuman warfare upon a peo- 
ple, whether combatants or noncombat- 
ants together. 

Interrupting, Mr. Foraker insisted that 
what had been shown by republican sen- 
ators was that the cruelties in the Phi!- 
ippines were not the first cruelties that 
had been perpetrated in warfare. Thev 
had not justified the alleged order of Gen- 
eral Smith, although they realized there 
might have been extenuating circum- 
stances, * 


Murder of a Whole People. 

“There are not and cannot be,” da. 
clared Mr. Carmack, “any extenuating 
circumstances for the murder of a whole 
people, including women and children.” 

As an instance of the awful result of 
warfare Mr. Foraker interrupted to re- 
late briefly the. story of the battle of 
Santa Fe, which occurred some time fn 
the sixties, when a regiment of volunteers 
under command of Colonel Chivington 
wiped from the face of the earth a band 
of Indians, men, women and children. 

Mr. Patterson interrupted to say that 
the battle cf Santa Fe followed the most 


inhuman atrocities on the whites com- 
mitted by the Indians. The Indians had 
attacked the whites where ghe latter had 
a right to be. 

“In this Philippine case,” said he, “w3 
are shooting an unwilling people into sub- 
mission to a government in which they

Missouri Senator Gives True 
Version of the- Conference 
at Hampton Roads. 


NO TERMS WERE. OFFERED 
BY LINCOLN TO THE SOUTH. 


Unconditional Submission Was De- 
manded by the President—Mr. 
Vest Quotes the Words Lin- 
coln Used to Alexander 
H. Stephens. 


Washington, May 8.—In the benate to- 
day Mr. Vest, of Missouri, called atten- 
tion to the statement of Mr. Tillman, 
made yesterday, that at the historic con- 
ference in Hampton Roads in 1864 between 
Presiden& Lincoln, Wiliam H. Seward. 
secretarys of state; Alexander H. Ste- 
phens, vite president of tHe confedera‘e 
states; R. M. Hunter, former United 
States senator, and John A. Campbell, 
former justice of the United States su- 
preme court, President Lincoln wrote 
upon a piece of paper, “‘sav@ the union,”’ 
then handing it to Stephens, said, ‘Alex, 
take this paper and fill up for yourselves 
the conditions of peace between the two 
countries.”’ 

Mr. Vest said the story had been de- 
nied by John H. Reagan, of Texas, who 
wag the last surviving mem@r of the 
confederate cabinet. He knew person- 
ally, said Mr. Vest, without having been 
present at that interview, that the inci- 
dent was without the slightest founda- 
ion. 


Wrong to Confederates. 


“If true,” said he, “it would place the 
‘government and officers of the confed- 
erate states in the category of criminals, 
because it offered the confederacy all that 
it ever demanded in the wildest hope of 
the most extreme partisans of that cause 
if they would only return to the union. 

“If true, it would mean that the con- 
federates could have peaced on that sheet 
of paper the perpetual establishment of 
Slavery and the right of secession, the 
most extreme demand that had _ ever 
taken locality even in the dream of any 
confederate.’’ 

From the lips of Stephens and Hunter 
had come to him, he said, the details of 
what took place. Upon the return of the 
commissioners of the confederacy he 
heard their official report, as Mr. Rea- 
gan heard it, he beIng a member of the 
cabinet and the speaker a member of the 
confederate senate. ‘‘I am today the only 
surviving member of the twenty-six gen- 
tlemen who acted as confederate sena- 
tors,”’ he said. 

Mr. Vest then stated that what did 
happen at Hampton Roads beyond ques- 
tion was this: That when the president 
and Secretary Seward met the commis- 
Sioners of the confederacy, Mr. Lincoln, 
addressing himself to Mr. Hunter, whom 
he knew well, said: “‘In the first place, 
gentlemen, I desire to know what are 
your powers and instructions from the 
Richmond government,” avoiding, said 
Mr. Vest, as Mr, Hutter told himself, 
the words ‘“‘confederate states.’’ Mr. 
Hunter said: 

“Mr. President, we are instructed to 
econskier no proposition that does fot in- 
volve the independence of the Confederate 
States of Amerfica.” 

“Then,”’ said Mr. Lincoln, “the inter- 
view had as well terminate now, for I 
must say to you, gentlemen, frankly and 
honestly, that nothing w§l be accepted 
from the government at Richmond ex- 
yi absolute and unconditional surren- 

es.” 


Lincoln to Stephens. 


¢ ur. Vest said that this terminated the 
interview, and as the confederate com- 
missioners retired, President Lincoln, ad- 
dressing Stephens, who was the last to 
go out, said: 

“Stephens, you are making a great mis- 
take. Your government is a failure, and 
when the crash comes, as it soon must 
come, there will be chaos and disasters 
which we cannot now for®@see which 
Must come to your people.” This account 
of that interview, continued Mr. Vest, 
substantially and almost word for word, 
as I have given it, came to me from Mr. 
Stephens and Mr. Hunter. Mr. Vest said 
that he considered it his duty to make 
this statement in order that history may 
not be falsified; in order that the men 
who were said to have refused this offer 
at the hands of President Lincoln should 
not be made to sin in their graves, add- 
ing: 

“For, if they had refused what was 
said to have been tendered to them by 
the president, they would have bee¢ ac- 
cessories to the murder of every man who 
fell from that time in defense of the con- 
federate cause, and they should have 
given the lie to the intentions which they 
professed when they risked everything, 
everythirig that is held dear amongst 
men, in defense of the confederate cause. 

“It may be but a very short time until 
I shal] join the twenty-five colleagues I 
had in the confederate senate, and I did 
not want this statement to go into the 
record of this country without my state- 
ment of these facts and my solemn denial 
that there is a shadow of truth in this 
assertion which has been going the 
rounds of the newspapers of the country 
for the last few years.”

Grosvenor, of Ohio, in opposition to the 
measure, was closed at 3 o'clock, and the 
bill was then read for amendment under 
the five-minute rule.

He was educated 
at the Brooklyn Polytechnic institute. 
He took up athletics while at school 
and for a number of years won cham- 
pionships in this country and Canada 
and in the hundred-yard run, two twenty- 
yard run and quarter-mile, as well as 
for the hundred and two twenty-yard 
hurdles, running broad and running high 
jumps. He was the all-round amateur 
champion for half a dozen years. He 
was passionately fond of athletics that 
he is said to have neglected everything 
J}else to devote the time to running and 
jumping. He married a daughter of 
Robert Graves, a wall paper manufac- 
turer, but they were divorced. He was 
a member of the Jawyers club. 

To Bury Them Together.

house in which Malcolm lited that he had 
talked frequently of late of -beipg in 
financial difficulties; and that things. were 
going wrong down town.

Murderer Had Sued Brother. 

Soon after the will of the late Gordon 
Ford was read, Malcolm Ford, then liv- 
ing at Babylon, Long Island, brought 
suit against Paul Leicester Ford and 
his other brothers and sisters, to com- 
pel an accounting. It seems at the 
elder Ford was a man of mene 
ideas about the way his sons should 
conduct themselves. When hé@ learned 
that Malcolm was taking part in ath- 
letic events, even in an amateur way, 
he ordered the young man to stop it. 
But Malcoim Ford had learned that he 
was equaled by few in those days and 
defied his father. He was cast off, but 
was a business man of ability and made 
a good living without the assistance of 
his father. 

Twelve years ago Malcolm Ford was 


’ 
the undisputed champion and holder of 
the American amateur records for run- 
ning, standing and broad jumps, and 
running hopstep and jump. About that 
time he got into trouble with the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union. 

In disputing the will he alleged that 
despite the fact that his father had 
threatened to disinherit him he had an 
agreement with the other children by 
which he was to have a share of the 
estate. It was alleged by Malcolm Ford 
that if it had not been for the oppesi- 
tion of his brother’ Paul there would 
have been no difficulty in aWaAnging the 
settlement which, he alleged, he had 
considered a certainty. The matter has 
dragged through the law courts ever 
since and day by day the feeling of 
Malcolm Ford against the other mem- 
bers of his family had become more 
bitter and espectally against Paul. 

After his mdrriage, Paul Ford moved 
from the old homestead in Brooklyn to 
a splendid new house in East Seventy- 
seventh street. He was weak and a 
Wenchback. His brother, of course, 
from his long athletig training. was a 
powerful man. Ina ohyaie contest the 
author stood no show.

Pau] Lefcester Ford, author, historian 
and scholar, was the son of Gordon Les- 
ter and Emily Ellsworth Ford and was 
born in Brooktyn, N. Y., in 1865, making 
him only 87 years old at the time of his 
tragic death.

‘“‘Janice Meredith’’ was in a sense the 
triumph of Mr. Ford's apprenticeship as 
historian and author and in it he pre- 
sented what several critics have called 
the most. human, realistic Washington 
since ‘“Phe Virginjans.’’ The other char- 
acters in the book are also sfrong. They 
had the faults and the virtues of the peo- 
ple of today.

London, May 8—The Associated Press 
has secured copies of the shipping com- 
bine agreements. They are called “‘pro- 
visional agreements for the purpose of the 
acquisition, on or before December 31, 
1902, of the White Star, Dominion, Amer- 
ican and Atlantic transport lines, to be 
organized under the direction of the 
vendors to the satisfaction of the bank- 
ers, namely, the Morgans, under the laws 


o* the state of New York, or of any state . 


a: shall be selected.”’ 

‘1. » yendors—Ismay, Imrie & Co., Mills 
& Co. (Dominion line) and Messrs. Wide- 
ner, Griscom and Bernard Baker—receive 
as consideration for all their capital stock 
5i20,000,000, of which $60,000,000 is prefer- 
red stock, cumulative at 6 per cent, and 
$60,000,000 common stock, limited to 10 
per cent, and alSo $50,000,000 in collateral 
trust 4% per cent debentures. 

The White Star line’s acquisition 1s 
antedated to January 1, 1901, the com- 
bine, or corporation, as it is termed, tak- 
ing all the line’s profits from that date. 
The White Star line shares are ex- 
changed on the basis of ten times the 
net profits made by that line in 1901. The 
@rrangement made with the Dominion 
line is similar to that made with the 
White Star line, but on the net profits 
for 1900. 

The American and Transport lines are 
lumped in one valuation at $34,158,000, sub- 
ject to $19,686,000 of the American line’s 
5 per cent bonds. ' , 

The Leylan& line is valued at $11,736,000. 
The method of payment is as follows: 

White Star line, 2 per cent cash, 75 
per cent preferred, at par, and 37% per 
cent of the total amourg in common at 
par. 

The Dominion line payment is exactly 
the same, and the American and trans- 
port lines get between them $18,314,000 in 
preferred, $915,700 on the common, $15,844.- 
X00 in cash, and such further cash as may 
be required, at a rate not exceeding 6 
per cent. 

The Leyland line gets $11,736,000 cash 
and the remainder in capital stock, and 
the bonds go to the vendors, who, how- 
ever. contribute to the corporation, as 
working capital, $786,000 in preferred and 
$6,642,000 in common stock, and “are ‘to 
transfer it to the syndicate if and when 
formed by the bankers, viz: The Mor- 
gans, for $50,000,000 cash, and in full pay- 
ment for its services. the said $50,000,000 
in debentures and also $2,500,000 in pre- 
ferred and $25,000,000 in common stock.” 

The following important clause occ@rs 
at the end of the White Star agreement: 

“Inasmuch as the company is English, 
and domiciled in England, all questions 
concerning the sellers arising under or 
pursuant to this contract shall be con- 
trolled or decided by English law.” 

Ismay, Imrae & Co. bind themselves 
not to undertake any kind of shipping 
business for fourteen years. 

An additional paper, called a builders’ 
agreement, is appended, in which the 
Morgans bind themselves to give Harland

all heavy repairs ‘“‘that require to be done 
at a ship yard of the United Kingdom. 
Nothing herein contained, however, shall 
prevent the purchasers from placing or- 
ders for new steamers and repairs at 
ship yards in the United States.”

HUNGER DROVE 
THEM TO RIOT 


Trouble in Russia Caused by 
the Intense Suffering of 
the People. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN SHOT 
BY TROOPS OF -THECZAR 


Oppressed By Hunger the People of 
the Rural Districts Rose En 
Masse and Began to Sack 
the Residences of the: 
Nobles. 


St. Petersburg, Miay 8.—A representa- 
tive of the Assoctated Press, after a per- 
sonal investigation of the situation in 
southern Russia. writes from Moscow, 
under date of Saturday, May 3, as fol- 
lows: 

“Comparative order has been estab- 
lished in the govérnment of Poltava and 
Kharkoff, but the peasants are only ou’- 
wardly quiescent, believing that the gran’ 
of a division of lands of noblemen wi!! 
be effected during the coming autumn, 
leaving the hardy land owners only 20 
acres and a yoke of oxen each. 


Due to Suffering. 


“Authentic particulars of the disorders 
prevailing during the last three weeks 
show they were largely due to extreme 
suffering from famine, which was utiliz- 
ed by agitators to foment a rising. The 
peasants were nét the only beMevers in 
the issue of an imperial ukase permitting 
a division: of the property of the nobility 
and @ qparitable distribution of potatoes 
by the steward of the duke of Meklen- 
burg’s estate at Kharloffka tended to 
confirm this belief. 

“The people of the whole country side, 
often led by the village magnates, stream- 
ed to the Kharloffka and other estates 
afoot, horseback and in wagons, demand- 
ed the keys of the pantries, granaries and 
barns and carried off their contents. Rich 
Cossacks suffered equally with the no- 
blemen, Wihen land owners refused to de- 
liver up the keys the peasants broke 
down the doors, quietly seized food- 
stuffs and returned home, even well-to- 
do peasants sharing in the plunder. When 
unopposed the peasants contented them- 
selves with supplying tiheir immediate 
needs, but when balked they burned and 
destroyed, carried off live stock and des- 
Ohated estates. Mostjyof the difficulties 
occurred where the inhabitants of the 
villages were already on.a strained foot- 
ing with the neighboring land owners. 
Violence is reported from twelve or fif- 
teen villages, while three estates have 
been devastated in the Kharkoff govern- 
ment and forty-three in the Poltava gov- 
ernment. Tio add to the consternation, 
200 Cossacks arrived at Poltava after the 
regular military forces had restored or- 
der. 

Troops Fire on People. 

“The troops fired on the people in two 
or three cases, and in one-instance the 
peasants attacked the troops with stones, 
whereupon the latter fired, killing sev- 
eral persons and wounding <2 score, 
among whom were women and chikiren. 
Corporal punishment was administered 
right and left without overscrupulous tn- 
quiry into the gullt of the people flogged, 
Some estimates place the number of tur- 
bulent peasants as high as 30,000. 

“There was a similar occurrence at 
Kharkoff, whose governor genera], Prince 
Oboloensky, was paiticularly severe. 

“General Eugene Michelovich-Doukvov- 
sky was among the sufferers. Fis-estate 
at Mechek was ruined and he himself was 
seized and beaten. He is still {ll from 
the effects of the-treatment he received. 

‘““As an example of the extent to which 
the ranks of the famine-stricken vil- 
lagers are swollen. by the return of un. 
employed factory workers, it is pointed 
out that one iron works which heretofore 
employed 12,000 to 20,000 ‘people is now 
employing only 5,000 for three days a 
week.

CASE WILL BE CALLED IN SA- 
VANNAH TUESDAY, 


It Is Believed the Estreated Bonds

Bondsmen for Greene and John Gaynor, 
respectavely, are the late James D. 
Leary, of New York, and W. F. Kirk, of 
Syracuse. The executor of the estate of 
Leary will be made a ffarty to the action. 
Both bonds are perfectly good, but it is 
believed that both bondsmen will be tm- 
mune from actual loss, as it is expected 
that their principals will see to it that 
they do not suffer.

LARGEST BAPTIST BODY 
THROUGHOUT THE WORLD 


Gt is Estimated That 3,000 Dele- 


gates Will Be in Attendance— 
Hon. W. J. Northen, of At- 

lanta, Wiil Call the 

“\- Body to Order. 


Asheville, N. C., May 8 —The forty- 
Beventh session (f{ty-seventh year) of 
the southern Baptist convention begins 
here tomorrow at 10 o’clock. Ten special 
trains have arrived already. The 
attendance is large. . ee esti- 
mated that 3,000 delegates will attend. 
The first session will be called to order 
by Hon. W. J. Northen, of Atlanta, 
president of the last convention. 

This convention is the largest organized 
body of Baptists in the world. It em- 
braces 19,558 churches in the states east 
of the Mississippi river and south of 
the Ohio; also in Maryland, the District 
of Columbia, Missouri, Arkansas, Indian 
Territory, Oklahoma, Texas, Mexico and 
Cuba. 

The main questions for consideration 
by the convention will be education and 
home and foreign missions. Both the 
home and foreign boards have increased 
greatly their work during the last year 
and will report free of debt.- It is 
said that the home board. of which 
Dr. McConnell, of Atlanta, is secretary, 
will report a balance on hand of: some- 
thing Mke $5,000.

REIGN OF TERROR INAUGURAT- 
ED AMONG NZGROES. 


One Victim ‘Who Breaks Away 
While Being Whipped Is Shot 
and Killed. 


Jackson, Miss., May § 8.—(Special.) 
Whitecappers ‘have again appeared in 
Simpson county and are carrying on a 
reign of terror among the negroes. 

A report just received here states that 

a band of the whitecaps visited the home 
| of a negro named Jim Steele in the West- 
vile neighborhood and administered @ 
severe thrashing. Two men covered the 
defenseless negro with a pistol whfle 
} the others knocked him. down with clubs 
and proceeded to give him a terrible 
| whipping. Steele is still confined to his 

bed He says that the only reason 
assigned by the whitecappers for the 
outrage was that he “had been carry- 
ing a gun around and telling les,’’. The 
negro further says that he knows who 
his assailants were, but is afraid to 
tell, fearing future results. 

Another ‘report comes from the Dlo 
neighborhood of a whitecap outrage com- 
mitted on a negro named Paldo May 
who was given a severe chastisement for 
his indolence. While the whipping was 
in progress May made a break for lib- 
ertv and one of the party fired at him 
with a shotgun, several shots taking ef- 
fect in the back. from the effects of 
which he died {§ a few hours. 

A special from Mendenhall states that 
all the parties who participated in the 
May outrage are well known, but no 
arrests have been made. The grand jury 
meets two weeks hence and the matter 
will be rigidly investigated.

The South Carolina Associa- 
tion Holds Enjoyable 
Convention. 


CASHIER JOSEPH A- M‘CORD 
DELIVERS A FINE ADDRESS 


The Subject of the Atlanta Financier 
Was “The Relation of Banks 
to Industrial Development.” 
Remarks Were Well 
Received. 


May &.—(Special.)— 
The convention of the South Carolina 
Bankers’ Association, which was held 
here today, was largely attended. Many 
representative mén from thig state and 
others were present. It was one of the 
most enjoyable and successful in the his- 
tory of the association. 

Among the distinguished speakers was 
Joseph A. McCord, cashier of the Third 
national bank of Atlanta. His subject 
was, “The Relation of Banks to Indus- 
trial Development.’’ Mr. McCord's ad- 
dress was enthusiastically received. He 
spoke in part as follows: 

‘Industrial development in the United States 
started in the south, and its growth was con- 
tinuous and showed greater prosperity from 
1850 to 1860 than in any decade, until stopped 
by the civil war, up to which period the bank- 
ing tnterest of the south was in excellent con- 
dition, and was one of the mighty agencies 
that assisted in this great development. The 
civil war destroyed thig development, destroy- 
ing the greatest factors—one, the young men 
who feil in battle, and ruining gthers who were 
forturate enough to return to their homes, 
with wrecked fortunes and credit, finding the 
banking interest almost totally gone. We 
can, therefore, see the relation of the banks 
to the industrial development. We had to 
commence life again, and as the banks, repre- 
senting the savings of our people, began to 
— their fofmer foothold, the industrial 

evelopment took on new life. 

“At a time when the south is leaping to the 
front as a manufacturing region, it is a mat- 
ter of vital importance to have clear and sound 
ideas in regard to the relation of our banks to 
this new industrial development. How far 
can our odanks safely go in encouraging 
and aiding our factories? This question can- 
not be definitely answered, but in a general 
Way some conclusions will be agreed upon 
by all far-seeing business men., When manu- 
facturing enterprises furnish or propose to 
furnish what the world must have, and the 
trade conditions are favorable, it goes with- 
out saying that the banks should stand by 
them in a friendly, business-like way. Such 
enterprises will hardly come asking for gifts 
or loans on doubtful security to bulld them 
up. - The prospects will be so well assured 
that they will be able to furnish good, market- 
able collateral. If they cannot take this 
course, it will be an indication of their un- 
profitable or risky character. 

“Of course, the banks will have to study 
the situation at home and abroad and decide 
whether a manufacturing venture asking en- 
couragenrent is needed, whether its fleld is 
inviting and profitable, whether it is likely to 
be judiciously managed, and the possibilities 
in the shape of overproduction, labor trou- 
bles, unfriendly legislation and foreign wars. 
Something like the lately proposed Chinese 
exclusion bill might have the effect of prac- 
tically destroying our export trade to hundreds 
of millions of customers in the Orient, and 
paralyzing the growing industries of the south 
in the cotton manufacturing line. 

‘‘Bankers are intrusted with the money of 
their friends and neighbors, who have confi- 
dence in their judgment, integrity and in 
the safe and profitable nature of their busi- 
ness opportunities and investments. They 
would not be acting wisely or conservatively 
to hel.» one ‘interest at the expense of others, 
established and indispensable. When bank- 
ers ald the manufacturer, they must not crip- 
ple themselves so that they will no longer be 
helpful ‘to the merchant and agriculturist. 
American business men, however, have a hap- 
py knack of satisfactorily and promptly solv- 
ing problems, and they will have no trouble 
with this one. 

‘The shifting of manufacturing to the north 
made possible the establishment of many 
banks. The officers of these banks were wise 
enough to foresee the drift of this southern 
revival and they ave created large surplus 
reserves, which give confidence and bring to 
them large deposits, and being thus strongly 
fortified, they are well equipped to aid eastern 
manufacturers with funds at low rates of &- 
terest with which to a certain degree, to com- 
pete -with our southern mills, that have so 
many natural advantages. Instead of trying 
to see how mucb we can pay out in dividends, 
we should take advantage of the prusperous 
times now upon us, and create surplus funds, 
equal at least to our banking capital, to meet 
conditions not so favorable, which no doubt 
will come. Then again, we should encourage 
the creation of surplus funds by our industrial 
establishments; they, like ourselves, will need 
such reserves, and the manufacturing con- 
cern that pays out in dividends all that it 
makes, or the merchant that spends his profits 
as soon as made, is unwise, because the ma- 
chinery of the one wears out and becomes ob- 
solete, while the stock of goods in trade of 
the other depreciates. 

‘The two human factors in the production 
of the chief raw material of the south—the cot- 
ton plant—are the negro and the white man. 
They are by creation and endowment workers 
together. The one produces the Siw cotton, 
the other fashions it. There be some who 
prophesy evil of the future, saying that black 
and white will not always live and work to- 
gether in peace. But, in your speaker's opin- 
son, there will be no permanent nor bloody 
division between these two laborers. For it 
has been essentially ordained by the Creator 
and Architect of this wonderful world that 
these two shall supplement each other but 
cannot merge into each other. 

‘‘My observations of the failures of banks 
recently is that there has been loose man- 
agement on the part of bank officers and 
directors, who, in a mild way, may be com- 
pared to Nero, who fiddled while Rome was 
destroyed. The strongest bulwark for a bank 
is a conscientious and interested directory. 

‘‘Remarkable as has been the progress of our 
southland, yet more remarkable, is 
to be her future. Only we must be brave 
men and true. How strong and insptring are 
the words of crusty old Thomas Carlyle: ‘The 
task will be hard, but no noble task was ever 
easy.’ This task will wear away your lives, 
and the lives of your sons and grandsons: 
but for what purpose, if not for tasks like 
this. were lives given to men? 

“Let us all enter into the spirit of these 
lines, and all the undeveloped riches, material, 
intellectual and spiritual, of the south shall 
become developed for not only our happiness, 
but the happiness as well of the wide, wide 
world.’ 


DEATH OF DR. J. B. LORRANCE. 


Became Presbyterian Minister 
Without Theological Course.

AT COTTON 81 SPINNERS’ sIxTY’ 
ANNUAL CONVENTION: 


Many Topics of Importance and In- 
terest Are Discussed in 
Charleston. 


Charleston, 6 C., May 8&.—(Special.)— 
Severa] hundred representative cotton mill 
men from all parts of the country and par- 
ticularly from the southern states assem- 
bled here today in attendance on the 
sixth annual canvention of the Southern 
Cotton Spinners’ Association. 

Since the organization of this assocta- 
tion in 1896 much good kas been accom- 


plished among the spinners of Dixie on 
account of the closer relations and better 
fellowship brought about among the man- 
ufacturers. Six times the mill men have

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Money in a Murphy Boom. 

The reports from western New 
York and other potato centers of dis- 
tribution is to the effect that the price 
of the tubers must go up. The re 
serve supply is shorter than it was at 
this season a year ago and the in- 
crease in meat prices is making a 
larger demand for potatoes every day. 

The potato crop is one that ought 
to interest our southern farmers much 
more sharply than it has in the past. 
The mere fact that our home people 
are not such potato eaters as the in- 
habitants of the east and north is no 
reason why the honest and healthful 
Murphy should be given the go-by. 
As it is, we are compelled to import 
from the east and from Cuba every 
year large quantities of potatoes, 
when we should be easily supplying 
the home market and shipping mil- 
lions of bushels of the mealles. to the 
north and west. 

It would be an easy proposition for 
hundreds of our Georgia farmers, who 
fatuously refuse to raise their own 
wheat, oats, corn and bacon to raise 
potatoes enough to exchange for all 
those other products of which they 
have need. The experiments of our 
agricultural stations in the south 
show that our cheap lands, favorable 
climate, freedom from blights and 
other incidents of advantage are 
enough to make us easily the greatest 
potato producing region of the world. 

We think this subject one worthy 
of serious study by our farmers. 
They should not neglect the market 
and riches offered them by the con- 
stantly recurring scarcity and high 
prices of potatoes. If they will only 
organize a Murphy boom they will 
make money out of it easier than buy- 
ing cotton futures or breeding gold- 
fish! 
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Some Who Have Recently Fallen. 

Seldom has the public mind been 
more sensibly impressed with the 
deadly work of the grim reaper than 
during the past few days of the open- 
ing summer months, which have wit- 
nessed ihe passing away in rapid suc- 
cession of some of the most distin- 
guished tigures of the present genera- 
tion. 

Almost every department of human 
activity has suffered from the on- 
slaughts made upon the ranks of the 
living during this comparatively brief 
interval of time. Less than two 
weeks ago ex-Secretary Morton was 
stricken down, and following close 
upon the heels of this public loss have 
come dispatches announcing that Sol 
Smith Russell, the noted actor; Thom- 
as Wilson, the head of the department 
of archeology in the Smithsonian in- 
stitution; W Jf Fries, the celebrated 
musician, and Frank R. Stockton, the 
genial author-humorist, have crossed 
over the mysterious border line. But 
since the present week commenced 
the grim reaper has claimed other il- 
lustrious victims. Archbishop Corri- 
gan, the Roman Catholic prelate; Pot- 
ter Palmer, the Chicago millionaire; 
Amos J. Cummings, the New York 
congressman, and Bret Harte, the 
successful interpreter of life on the 
Pacific slope, have gone down into 
the vale of shadows. We cannot re- 
call any similar period in years which 
has been marked by so many conspic- 
uous fatalities. 

But from this chapter of losses may 
we not learn the lesson that while our 
representative men of thought and 
action must in time pay the debt of 
nature, the great enterprises and ac- 
tivities of the nation must still go on? 
Such occasional dispensations impress 
upon our minds the fact that too many

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The Demand for Free Hides. 

Every voter in the country who 
doesn’t go barefooted is interested in 
the abolition of the tax on hides. 
Those who wear the cheaper, heavier 
grades of shoes are the more inter- 
ested because, singularly enough, they 
are robbed the most by the tariff that 
makes the leather trust possible. 

Careful figures submitted to con- 
gress show that the hide tax increases 
the cost of shoes from an average of 
2 cents per pair-on women’s high 
grade shoes to 15 cents per pair on 
the coarse shoes of the day laborer 
and farmer. Before the Dingley act 
the shoes of the workmen in Pitts- 
burg rolling mills cost $1 per pair, 
and now they sell at $1.15 for the 
very cheapest. 

The shoemakers of the east are pro- 
testing strongly against the continu- 
ance of the tax on hides that hampers 
their trade and enhances the cost of 
their product. They say it is a tax 
on the poor and a detriment to the 
expansion of trade.

Marshal of Thomsen, Ga. 


MAKE OFF WITH THEIR BOOTY. 


Bafe Is Wrecked by Liquid Explosive 
and More.than $100, Besides 
Various Papers and Vouch- 
ers of the Office, 

Is Taken. 


Thomson, Ga., May 8&.—(Special.)—This 
morning at 1:30 o'clock the postoffice at 
this place was entered by unknown par- 
ties.

Other parties 
began to arrive and the outlaws fled, 
carrying a part of the money with them 
and leaving the other scattered upon the 
floor of the office. The safe wag a com- 
plete wreck.

NORTH ATLANTA ALONE 
MAY BE INCORPORATED 


Such Will Be the Report of 
the Subcommittee This 
Afternoon, 


— 


LONG SESSION. YESTERDAY 
BROUGHT NO RESULTS 


Strong Opposition Develops to In- 
cluding the Factory Districts 
in New City Limits—An- 
other Meeting This 
Afternoon. 


‘After a long meeting yesterday after- 
noon, during which spedches were made 
both for and against extension, the char- 
ter revision committee adjourned until this 
afternoon without coming to a vote. 

One very patent fact developed Trom 
the expressions of mémbers, and that was 
that the limits would not be extended 580 
as to take in the outlying factories. The 
plan as originally drawn by the subcom- 
mittee and reported yesterday afternoon 
contemplated taking in territory now oc- 
cupied by factories and mills. The un- 
doubted sentiment of the committee now 
is to take care of the factories and not 
burvien them with city taxation. The one 
sentiment expressed by all of the speadc- 
ers was that Atlanta should do every- 
thing to enicourage the building of fac- 


tories. 

It looks now as if the committee will 
favor taking in only one territory adja- 
cent to the city, the district known as 
North Atlanta or Peachtree. The sub- 
committee that met after the general 
committee adjourned, decided to make 
that recommendation to the general com- 
mittee this afternoon and from the trend 
of the speeches yesterday it looks as if 
North Atlanta is the only section that 
will be taken in. 

When the committee met yesterday 
Fulton Oolville presented the report of 
the subcommittee in detail. He went over 
the lines as mapped out by the commit- 
tee and gave the reasons that actuated 
the committee in forming the lines as pre- 
pented. He stated that in making up the 
new lines the committee had done so with 
the view of taking in populated sections, 
of course some vacant property had nec- 
essarily been included, but that could not 
be helped in any kind of extension. Mr. 
Colville referred to the criticism that had 
been directed toward the committee for 
leaving out territory with sewers. He 
declared that in cases of this kind it 
would be found that the sewers emptied 
into vacant property and that the com- 
mittee had tried to leave out all the va- 
cant property possible. 

Should Bring Factories In. 

In apeaking of the factories that wouki 
come in under the new lines, Mr. Col- 
ville said that the committee did not think 
it would be fair to leave out the factories 
and take in only the homes. He declared 
that it took all kinds of property to make 
a city and that the factories would not 
puffer from paying city taxes. He point- 
ed out the fact that there were many 
faictories already in the chy and that they 
did not complain of the burden of taxa- 
tion. but were going ahead successfully. 
He declared that those on the outside al- 
ready enjoyed the advantages of the city 
and that they should come in and help 
pay for them. He pointed out the fact 
that the insurance rate would be greater 
if it were not for the city water and fire 
protection and that it was not right for 
those already in the city to bear the 
burden for thowe on the outside. 

Alderman Harvey Johnson followed Mr. 
Colville. He was in favor of annexation 
where there were people to annex, but he 
was not in favor of taking in vacant 
property and wild lands. He said that he 
was in favor of taking in north Atlanta, 
Pittsburg, Cooks district, in fact all of 
the territory that was populated. 

Mr. Johnson said that he did not be- 
lieve that it was right to take in the fac- 
tories and get taxes out of them just 
because the city had the power to do so. 
He wanted the matter sent back to the 
committee so that all of the members of 
the general committee could take car- 
riages and go over the _tefritory. The 
motion to re-refer was not voted on. 

Hurt Favors Extension. 

Joe] Hurt stated that the people outside 
seemed to think that the city was trying 
to get something from them, when the 
fact was that the city was trying to help 
them, and would give far more than it 
would get. Mr. Hurt strongly favored 
sxtension, but said that the lines should 
be drawn so as to leave the factories out. 

Judge George Hillyer said that he was 
opposed to the annexation at first, and 
that since he had heard the argument he 
was satisfied his first idea was the cor- 
rect one. He declared that by taking in 
po much territory the city would injure 
oth itself and those to be taken in. Judge 
Hillyer said that there was so much dis- 
cussion over this one subject that he 
was afraid that it .would jeopardize the 
other work of the committee, and to set- 
tle the matter he introduced a resolution 


declaring that the committee did not> 


favor afiy extension at all. This motion 
was not voted on. 

Hoke Smith,made the leading speech 
favoring extension. He took up the 
speech of Jack J. Spalding, who was 
against the extension, and declared that 
it was a remarkable argument. Mr. 
Smith went on to show how all cities 
that had grown had done so by extension. 
He declared that Atlanta could not stand 
still, and that the time had arrived to 
take in the rich-adjacent territory. He 
did not favor taking in vacant territory 
or the factories, but he was in favor of 
taking in all populated sections. 

BH. W. Martin spoke in behalf of the 
factories, and declared that they should

NEW RAILROAD 
TO SAVANNAH 


Application for Charter Soon 
To Be Filed by Promi- 
nent Atlantans. 


PROPOSES TO-COVER NEW 
SECTION OF THE STATE. 


Line Will Be Almost a Straight 
One and 235 Miles in Length. 
Say They Intend To Pro- 
ceed To Build Without 
Delay. 


A new railroad has been projected be- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah. Within a 
few days application will be made to 
Secretary of State Phil Cook for a char- 
ter for the Atlanta and Savannah Air 
Line Railway Company, which proposes 
to build a railroad in almost a direct line 
between Atlanta and Savannah, a dis- 
tance of 235 miles. 

A number of welknown Atlantans are 
among those whose names are attached to 
the petition for charter. These include 
William H. Venable, J. L. Dickey, W. L. 
Peel, John W. Grant, J. E. Boston and 
Lee M. Jordan. Besides these, J. M. 
Brown, of Marietta; Harvie Jordan, of 
Monticejlo; H. M. Smith and H. D. Hill, 
of Rome, are among the applicants for 
charter. 

The company proposes that its principal 
office shall be located in Atlanta, and that 
its capital stock shall not be less than 
$100,000 nor more than $6,000,000. It is 
projected to run through the counties of 
Fulton, Henry DeKalb, Rockdale, New- 
ton, Jasper, Putnam, Baldwin, Hancock, 
Washington, Jefferson, Johnson, Bulloch, 
Effingham and Chatham. 

‘We certainly intend in good faith to 
organize the company and proceed with 
the building of this line,”* said one of the 
applicants’ for charter, speaking of the 
matter yesterday. “We are satisfied 
there is a splendid opening for a railroad 
through, the section, of the state outlined, 
and-a road which will prove a profitable 
investment. It is a section of the state 
which has not- very good railroad ad- 
vantages at present, as many of the im- 
portant points which such a “railroad 
would reach are now served by small 
branch lines, the facilities of which are 
meager. We will be able to secure all 
the capital needed, though from what 
sources I cannot say at present, though, 
as you see, those whose names are at- 
tached to the petition are able to control 
a good deal of money without any diffi- 
culty. We expect to organize and get 
ready for business as s00n as we secure 
our charter.”’

The application for charter which will 
be filed with Secretary of State Cook 
within the next few days is as follows:

That the ice combine in Atlanta is 
getting ready for the summer trade was 
evidenced yesterday when the Atlanta 
Ice Company applied te the superior 
court for an amendment to its charter 
for the purpose of largely increasing 
its capital stock and enlarging its cor- 
porate powers. 

The Atlanta’ Ice Company is one of 
four similar concerns that have been 
secured by a new company in which 
Ernest Woodruff, former president of 
the Atlanta Railway and Power Com- 
pany, is largely interested. The. com- 
pany was originally chartered in 1887 
with a capita] stock of $25,000,and it 
asks the court for the privilege of in- 
creasing this amount to half a million 
dollars. 

The companies which will in future be 
controlled by the néw company are the 
Atlanta Ice Company, the Woolfolk Ice 
Company, the People’s [ce Company and 
the Keiley Coal and Ice Company. 

The capital stock of the new company 
is to be divided into two classes. There 
will be $200,000 of cumulative preferred 
stock, of 2,000 shares, upon which shall 
be paid a maximum dividend of 7 per 
cent and $300,000 of common stock, of 
3,000 shares. 

The charter of the Atlanta Ice Com- 
pany will expire in about five years 
and the stockholders desire that this be 
amended and renewed for twenty years. 
They also ask that the new charter be 
granted to the Atlanta Ice and Coal 
Company and desire authority to buy 
and sel all kinds of articles of food and 
Grink to operate cold storage plants.

Mrs. Lowe’s Address. 

At the final session tonight Mrs. Lowe 
delivered her biennial address. Mrs. Lowe 
said in part: 

Two years ago, in summing up my labors as 
president of this organization, I undertook to 
give you some idea of its growth in member- 
ship. As we closed the first decade of our 
organised efforts it seemed to me that the 
most impressive fact of our association was 
this gain in numerical strength. And tonight 
when we refiect upon the humble beginnings 
from ~which has developed this organization 
numbering ‘te hundreds cf thousands of wom- 
en, we find it somewhat difficult to realize 
the enormous proportions we have attained. 

Four years ago we made a notable stride 
toward social service in appointing a commit- 
tee to study the Various cond:iions surrounaing 
the wage-earning woman and child. This 
committee was in no sense animated by the 
spirit of reformer or social doctor; it appre- 
ciated too keenly its lack of information. It, 
therefore, very wisely devoted its firet effort 
to collecting the necessary data in the prem- 
ises and distributing the same for the infor- 
mation of club women generally. In this way 
we guined some acquaintance with the condi- 
tions referred to and directed our efforts ac- 
cordingly to their amelioration or cure. 

Without entering into details, I will say thar 
this work has been advanced along construc: 
tive lines and by peaceful measures We have 
not sought to stir up bitterness and strife be- 
tween employers and employed, but rather to 
strengthen their mutual good faith and feel- 
ing: We have kept particulérly in mind the 
teaching of those economists who are 
telling us of a new unit of production in labor; 
that men and women can actually produce 
more and better things when they are heal-

less machines. The alert manufacturer today 
is figuring this new unit into his calculations 
and he is fast coming to realize that the 
thousands he may invest in making more 
tolerable and happy the lives of his employees 
come back to him in very tangible form and 
in ever-increasing ratio. 

When we are asked, as many of us are, what 
good can come out of our clubs and club work, 
we need no better and more effective answer 
than to point to these gratifying achievements. 
Apropos of this cubject a conversation with 
Mrs. Irene MacFadyen comes to mind. Mrs. 
MacFadyen has worked intelligently and suc- 
cessfully in the south in arousing public, sen- 
timent in belbalf of the factory child. I 
asked her what she considered the most neces- 
tary work to be done by interested women 
along this line. Her reply was that there are 
absolutely no statistics relating to the sub- 
ject; that women can do no better work then 
gather and systematically arrange the facts 
concerning the wages and conditions of child 
labor in the mills. Inquire into the nature 
and causes of illness and the percentage of 
children enjoying normal health; also . what 
per cent of these operatives are children of 
widows and what of idle parents; what is fhe 
family wage; how long are children workec 
at night; are they given any dunch; and how 
are they kept awake. In some milis it is found 
that when cHildren become drowsy over their 
work, cold water is thrown in their faces or 
they are allowed to dip snuff. 

‘loucning these sugges.ions, I am sure it 
will occur to all of us that the occasional ef- 
fort to entertain and feast factory children 
is of small moment with the good that may 
be accomplished by #n intelligent study of the 
conditions that produce sucn magic results, 
and a zealous efiort toward their speedy re- 
moval. 

We all understand that much of 
innuence has been of a stient kind, moving 
quietly as the greatest ltuarces or the uni- 
verse move. In tact, it has imvoved so quietiy 
that many of us distrusted that we hau any 
innuence at abl. That we have needlessly ais- 
trusted ourseives is exampie in the presence 
of this great assemblage of wumen. 

And huw do we fina ourselves at the pres- 
ent moment? We find ourselves members 
of én organization, whose productions are 8s» 
vast and comprehensive, that we may well ask 
ourseives the question, wnat are We. going 10 
do with it, and what is it going to uo with 
us? kor in any thinking on the subject we 
must allow for reaction as weil as action. 
Vur relation to the organization must be one 
of reciprocity; we draw from it just in pro- 
portion as we give to it. 

The geography of our hearts and minds is 
an island or a continent, according as we 
travel understandingly through their various 
operations. 

It is well to take the same attitude to our- 
selves as that taken by some people outside 
the organization. Severe may be the criticism, 
but from the viewpoint or the critic, new 
Vistas open up to us which would otherwise 
remain forever closed. 

We hear on the inside that the organiza- 
tion is “‘unwieldy,’’ that ‘‘it fs best for the 
interests of all’’ that its proportion be di- 
minished: While euch a demand should not 
be digregarded, for the very life of our move- 
ment depends upon the free expression of its 
various members, we must also bear in mind 
that we should strive for unity, along witt 
individual expression. 

We must understand that it is in the .va- 
riety, as well as the strength of our rela- 
tions, that the individual member gets her 
richest nourishment. 

Vast numbers of women realize the neces- 
sity for some ort of training in the home for 
their children. They believe that right must 
triumph in the end; that rectitude and exacti- 
tude are splendid weapons with which to 
equip them. But comparatively few women 
have any conception of the needs of life, be- 
yond the shelter of the four walis in which 
they live. The burning questions of the hour, 
outside the circle of domestic ones, seem to 
them so occult that it would be useless even 
to make the effort to understand them. They 
do not even ‘surmise that the great move- 
ments of life: which are dubbed political or 
economic frequently bear heavily and pain- 
fully upon the well being of their own little 
nests. 

Anether class of women, if such questions 
present themselves at all, ‘assume, with a con- 
fidence that is fairly righteous, that God, na- 
ture and public opinion have closed the doors 
of such questions against them and that 
something worse than the fate of bluebeard’s 
wives await them, if they be curteus. 

On the other hand is a growing number 
of women, who are not only scanning tHe 
horizon of life, but are studying with pas- 
sionate zeal the actual conditions of a work- 
a-day world. They try to infuse the light of 
today in the work of today, realizing that 
every era has its own needs and characteris- 
tics, and that the influences which reach out 
from the old into the new era should be 
molded and shaped by the spirit of the exist- 
ing age and be fitted into the new order.

There is no surer way of building for 
those who come after us than to do the best 
we can here and how.

MAY BORROW TO — 
PAY TEACHERS 


Treasury Balance Is Nearly 
$700,000, but Many Ex- 
penses Are To Be Met. 


NET BALANCE OUTSIDE OF 
THESE IS ONLY $174,000. 


If Teachers Are To Be Paid for 
Another Month About $130,- 
000 Will Have To Be Bor- 
rowed—Governor Will 
Not Talk. 


The treasury statement,which was made 
to Governor Candler by State Treasurer R. 
E. Park and Comptroller General W. A. 
Wright, shows a balance in the treasury 
on March 31, 1902, of $682,122.19. 

The statement covers the first quarter of 
the year, the months of January, Febru- 
ary and March. During that time treas- 
ury receipts were heavy, but from now on 
until December they will be at a mini- 
mum, while the expenses will g0 On as 
ugual., 

In spite of the fact that the treasury 
balance is in the neighborhood of §/WW,0UU, 
the net available balance, which can be 
devoted to the payment of school] teach- 
ers, is less than $175,000, The reason for 
this ts that in the treasury balance is 
included the balance of the public prop- 
erty fund, amounting to about $114,000, the 
expenses of the civil establishment for the 
remaining three quarvers of the year, the 
July interest on the bonded debt and ex- 
traordinary expenses for the state asy- 
lum amounting to more than $100,000. 

These expenses have got to be paid and 
the money must be on hand Ior them as 
they fall due. There is left, therefore, 
about $174,000 net, which can be devoted 
to the payment of the second month’s 
salaries of the school teachers, To com- 
plete the payment the governor will have 
to borrow about $130,000, but as his limit 
is $200,000, he will not have much difti- 
culty in obtaining a sufficient amount, 
though he has not yet decided what he 
will do.

In Chicago Factors Favored Prices

New York, May 8.—The cotton market open- 
@4 easy 4 to 10 points lower, following a weak 
lead by Liverpool, where heavy liquidation 
was in progress. Following the call the mar- 

ket worked higher again, July advancing to 
9.23 and August to 9.04. But later in the 
day the whole list broke badly under gener- 
ous selling for both ‘accounts, led by brokers 
believed to be acting for southern orders. The 
fact that Néw Orleans settled 22 points on 
the July position did much to give color to 
the reports that bull traders there were try- 
neg to Hquidate. A prominent room broker 
was a large buyer of August at 8.90, believed 
to be for the account of a former Wall etreet 
leader. So far as statistics were concerned 
the bulls had the better position, for port re- 
ceints fell behind the export movement and 
interior town stocks lost heavily again. Re- 
‘ports from the interior told of exhaustion and 
the revised “in sight’’ figures were coneider- 
ably under the actual ‘“‘in sight’’ of a year ago. 
The market closed steady 4 to 18 points low- 
er. Southern spot markets were given as gen- 
erajiy unchanged and advices from cotton 
goods markets failed to note any change in 
prices. Total eales for the day were estimat- 
ed at 300,000 bales.

New York, May 8.—The dry goods market 
wwas quiet again today for all descriptions 
of cotton goods. There wam more inquiry from 
exporters following 4a rise in the market for 
silver, but little actual buying. Prices are 
maintained in both staple and éancy lines. 
Print cloths were inactive for both narrow 
and wide goods. 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, May 8.—The market for spot 
cotton was very quiet. Sales from factors’ 
tables 950 bales. Quotations reduced %c on 
all grades. 

Futures opened 10 points lower than Wednes- 
day’s closing. A rally in “July wiped out most 
of the loss, but it was only momentary and 
prices soon dropped back to the first figures 
of the day. The market showed very little 
activity at any time and the bulls appeared 
to have jost much of the confidence which has 
lately marked their actions. Prices continued 
to sag until the closing hour, when the sum- 
mer months showed net losses of 16 to 20 
points, September 9 and $8 to 4 on the bal- 
ance of the list.

May 8.—Liverpoo] advices

Fresh buying or- 
dere, however, came in shortly after, eausing 
an improvement of 6 to 7 points from the bot- 
tom. About this time the weakness of spote, 
the heavy port receipts and the liberal esti- 
mates for New Orleans and Houston receipts 
tomorrow brought about selling, which super- 
induced a break of 17 to 20 points from the 
top on old crop ceptions and 5 to 9 points 
on new.

Still, from the character of reports 
received from Lancashire and the continent 
it is anticipated that epinners, from now out, 
will curtall consumption of American consid- 
erbaly, qgwing to the high price of the raw 
article. which precludes their entering into 
new engagements. It is claimed there is no 
parity between the prices goods are being dis- 
posed of now, even with raw cotton bought 
fully a cent under existing rates. Favorable 
reports are being received relative to the next 
crop, but they generally are at this time of 
the year. Nevertheless, there are many vicis- 
eitudes which the crop must undergo before 
maturity. therefore, if it meets with any se- 
rious setback the new crop months will ad- 
vance sharply. While we advise against op- 
erating on either side in the old crop months 
we think the heavy discounts on the new are 
an inducement to make purchases on weak 
periods, \as there is only a minimum amourt 
of risk attached to thése transactions. 


Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, May 8.—The cotton market to- 
day moved downward, and during the morn- 
ing prices declined 3 to |] points, due to va- 
ried causes. Although the receipts have been 
counting for little of late the movement at 
the ports temporarily showed such a bulge 
as to work to the advantage of the bears, be- 
ing estimated at 15,000, against 8,000. This 
came in the fick of time for shorts to put 
in some work, and they were not slow to 
avail themselves of it, both here and at Liv- 
erpool. In the latter market there was an 
unsettled feeling, and prices went off pretty 
‘sharply on reported manipulation by Ameri- 
can bulls, a good deal of which was charged 
to New Orleans... Fresh buyers were lacking 
to infuse activity into the market, and the 
long interest is extensive enough to fead to 
liquidation on every little rise to an extent 
whieh may prevent any gain, while the bulk 
of the short interest has been eliminated.

New York, May 8.—Stocks 
yesterday's weakness today, although tiiere 
was considerable uncertainty manifest in the 
prevailing sentiment. A more cheerful feel- 
ing over the anthracite outlook is responsible 
for considerable rebuying by short sellers of 
yesterday who professed confidence last night 
that a strike could not be evoided. The hes- 
itation which developed in the market was 
due to a considerable extent to the action 
taken by the mine workers’ convention, which 
presents an entirely new phase to the situa- 
tion. The. active Coalers refiected no m‘s- 
giving after the announcement of the miners’ 
offer to arbitrate, but they fell into compara- 
tive duliness. The high-priced Coalers of- 
fered the anomally of early weakness, while 
the Readings were advancing and @ strong 
recovery after the demand for the Reading= 
had largely died out. The whole market fell 
into dullness in the latter part of the day 
while waiting for the announcement of the 
reply of the anthracite operators to the offer 
of the miners. The result is that the day's 
transactions are not over half those of yes- 
terday. Outside the Readings the principal 
activity was in St. Paul, Union Pacific, the 
local tractions and Southern Railway. Union 
Pacific and St. Paul were bought heavily for 
western account, the attraction being attrib- 
uted to crop conditions. The referee’a decision 
upholding the constitutionality of the New 
York franchisee tax law induced some active 
liquidation of the stocks of New York pub- 
lic utilities, but they were well supported an 
rallied. The advance in Louisville and South- 
ern Rallway met realizing. Reports of an ap- 
parent contest between the two interests for 
control of cal lands increased the disposition 
to sell. Illinole Central became strong, in 
contrast to its weakness yesterday, while the 
other two etocks were advancing. There were 
evidences of strength among various minor 
stocks, which are supposed to be the subject 
of manipulation by speculative pools, although 
various rumors continued to circulate of their 
prospective absorption or merging. Tennessee 
Coal and Colorado Fuel were under pressure. 
The last named, however, rallied to well above 
last night. International Power fell 9 points 
below the last sale price, but finally recovered. 
There was a sale of St. Lawrence and Adiron- 
dack at $2 compared with the preceding sale 
at 138%. This sale was before the collapse 
of the Webb-Meyer stocks. The incidental 
statement by Dr. Webb that he had sold the 
road to A. L. Meyers was news (to the pub- 
lic this morning. Money went to 9 per cent 
again today, but sterling exchange turned 
weak and New York exchange at Chicago re- 
covered from 20c discounts to 10c premium.

HANDSOME PRIZES |A TWINGE OF CONSCIENCE | 
RESTORES MEDAL TO CANN 


AVANNAH, GA., May 8—(Special.) 

S Sporting, in all its history, prob- 
ably shows No parallel of an 
experience that has just befallen 
Colonel George T. Cann, inspector 
general of frifie practice, Georgia 
State troops. Six years ago he shot 
in a rifle contest in ‘Savannah, on the 
Avondale rifle range, and made what the 
records show was the second highest 
score. The medal fell to the highest 
gcoore, but it ‘has now reverted to Colonel 
Cann, who received it yesterday. The 
conscience of the: winner of the trophy 
assailed him and would permit him no 
eage until he had made reparation for 
What he regarded as a wrong done Colo- 
ne] Cann. ot 

This match was shot in 1896, when an 
intergate shoot was held here, with 
teams of marksmen from New York, New 
Jersey and Washington participating. 
Colonel Cann and the winner of the med- 
al, a very handsome one of gold, were 
the closest contestants for it. The north- 
ern man, however, ran up the highest 
score, and Colonel Cann had to admit 
defeat on his hom@ range. 

Several days ago’ Cdlone], Cann .received 
a letter from the northern marksman, 
saying that he had joined the Sweden- 
borgian church, and that the tenets of 
that faith would not permit him to re- 
tain the medal he had won without put- 
ting his conscience in a tumult. He 
wrote as follows: 

“T went up to the 600-yards range with 
a clean score, and the first shot that 
I made at. the @0 was a. bullis- 
eye, I had not told the sgorer 
that I was not going to take a sighting 
shot, and he reminded me of this when 
I asked him if’he had got that bullseye.

or six years to control the politics of this 
(Coffee) county. In state and county 
elections the republicans voted with the 
populists, enabling them to elect the rep- 
resentative and most of the county offi- 
cers. In national elections the populists 
voted with the republicans, so in pres- 
idential elections the county has gone 
republican. 

This combination was made possible 
and effective by reason of the large tur- 
pentine and saw mil] camps in the coun- 
ty, the employees of which were mainlv 
negroes. The naval stores enterprises 
having worked up the fleld, have gone %& 
Florida, Alabama and Mississippi and 
carried with them a majority of the 
populists’ late allies, so that the outlook 
to them is exceedingly gloomy. 

Yesterday the leaders of the party met 
here to consider the situation. Soon af- 
ter the assembly met a committee visited 
the chairman of the demoaratic executive 
committee with a proposition to divide 
the offices and come together. The latter 
could not see his way clear to the ac- 
ceptance of such a proposition and would 
make no trade. Upon report of this fail- 
ure the ‘“‘convention” decided to adjourn 
sine die without making any nominations, 
leaving it optional with each -individual 
to join in the democratic primary June % 
Or not, as he pleased. 

This marks the passing of the party in 
this county. The onhy mourners are thoso 
who have been feeding at the public crib, 
and now find, Hike Othello, their occup1- 
tion gone. 


AN UNUSUAL DECISION. 
HAT is said to be an unusual de- 
éision was-rendered the other day by 

Judge W. B. Wingfield, of the county 
court of Putnam, in the case of Frank 
Z. Curry, judge of the county court of 
Jackson county, who was on trial on a 
charge of cheating and swindling. Curry 
was charged with defrauding the. British 
and American Mortgage Company, Ltd.. 
out of $3,000 to $4,000, and was indicted 
in the county court of Putnam under 
section 607 of the code, which prescribes 
a punishment for cheating and swindling. . 
The defense filed a-demurrer to the in- 
dictment, and this demurrer was sus- 
tained by the court on the ground that 
the section of the code in question does 
not apply to corporations. The section 
of the code uses the word “individual 
in referring to the yictim of the crime 
in question, and Judge Wingfield held 
that this word did not include corpora- 
tions. On that ground the indictment 
cas thrown out of court. Curry was in- 
dicted jointly with two other men named 
Freeman. The attorneys in the case aay 
they do not know what course will be 
pursued in the case now. The state can- 
not appeal from the decision of the lower 
court, though it !s possible to find an- 


other indictment. 
One of the lawyers who was interested 


in the case stated yesterday that the 
decision was an unusual one, as he had 
known of numerous persong being tried 
on the charge of cheating and swindling 
corporations in Georgia, and had never 
before seen an indictment thrown out 
on that ground. The question is one that 
has never been before the supreme court 


for its determination. 


COMPTROLLER SUSTAINED. 

TTORNEY GENERAL BOYKIN 

WRIGHT _ yesterday submitted to 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright an 
opinion sustaining his contentions in the 
matter of the tax returns of the Plant 
system, or the Savannah, Florida and 
Western division of that systent. 

The railroad company declined to re- 
turn a lot of real estate and the build- 
ings on it in Brunswick on the. ground 
that it was the property of the city of 
Brunswick, and the railroad merely had a 


lease on it. It was learned, however, that 


the lease is an indefinite one. Comptroller 


General Wright held that the property 
was taxable, and should be returned at 
a valuation of about $43,000. 

The other point at issue between the 
railroad and the comptroller general was 
the question of taxing the new cut off 
built by the Savannah, Florida and West- 
ern between Jesup and Folkston, a dis- 
tance of about fifty-five miles. This road 
has been constructed, but is not yet in 
use, and the company claimed on that 
ground that it should not be _ taxed. 
Comptroller .General Wright held that it 
was taxable whether in use or not. He 
thinks the same valuation. should be 
placed on it as on the rest of the system's 
property, which is $10,000 per mille, or 4@ 
total of about $550,000. 

These matters. were both submitted to 
the attorney general, and he rendered a 
decision vesterday sustaining the con- 
tentions of the comptroller general. The 
latter will insist that both of these 
pieces of property be returned by the 
railroad company for taxation.
